The annual survey of the California 


Walnut Growers,' Association indicates 
that the earlier estimates with regard 
to a record crop will be confirmed, the 
indications being a yield this year of 
between 28,000 and 30,000 tons, or from 
8,000 to 10,000 tons in excess of the 1921 
crop. 
Continued warm weather may 


tend to lighten the crop in a few sec- 
tions, but so >far no damage has been 
clone. 
Picking will begin the middle 


of this month and prices are expected 
to be- satisfactory. There have been no 
stocks in California for the last five or 
six months, and already many condi- 
tional sales of new crop nuts have been 
made, such sales to be confirmed when 
the opening prices are announced, about 
October 1, when the first shipments will 
be made. 
While it is impossible to 


make absolutely reliable estimates in 
regard to prices at this time, many pro- 
ducers are inclined to believe that the 
opening prices for No. 1 nuts will run 
about 24 to 24]/£ cents u pound.

Every article of commerce, a catalogue of which would fill 


pages, from small toys and trinkets to gigantic pieces of machin- 
ery, speaks the variety in the number of industries developed in 
California—since the first olive tree was planted and the first 
acre tilled at a time when other portions of the world were 
already old in the arts and manufactures. 


It is truly a revelation of the rapid strides made on the

The Richest State 


According to statistics recently published, that state in the 


union which has the best right to call itself the richest is Cali- 
fornia. 


Because it is richest per capita. 
It is stated that a greater economic equality exists in the 


state of California than elsewhere in the nation. This is in part 
due to an intensive campaign in savings on the part of the Cali- 
fornia banks. 


California today, according to these statistics, though only 


eighth in population among the states in the union, is fifth in 
her bank resources. 


The press reports from which these facts are taken give the 


aggregate resources of California to be the colossal sum of 
$2,500,000,000. 


It goes on to say that in banking power per capita, in bank 


deposits per capita and in the size of her per capita deposit 
California stands in the first rank of all states. 


This means that the people of California are not only the 


richest in the world, but that wealth is more evenly distributed 
among them than anywhere else on earth, every sixth man own- 
ing his own automobile. 


The important question to be asked here is: Why is Cali- 


fornia so prosperous and why have her people so conserved their 
wealth in such lar^ amounts for reinvestment and reproduction ? 
The one answer is: Savings banks.—L. A. Examiner. 


Why Not Punish Crime Instead? 


An extraordinary suggestion for a group of distinguished 


lawyers to make is that of the committee of law enforcement of 
the American Bar Association that the manufacture and sale of 
pistols except for "government and official use" be prohibited. 


Cain could not buy an automatic revolver. No follower of 


the first murderer was ever deterred from violent crime by any 
difficulty in finding an instrument with which to commit it. An 
axe or a baseball bat or a carving knife is a lethal weapon at 
will. Must the making and sale of these be also prohibited? 


To prevent murder by depriving the murderer of rams is 


impossible. Yet there is a way of doing this; and it is astonish- 
ing that it has not occurred to a committee of lawyers. It is to 
punish crime with certainty and celerity. 
Countries that have 


tried this plan find that it works on the whole very well. It is 
worthy the attention of the United States. 


If the lawyers of the country will devote less time to devis- 


ing subleties and complexities of practice to get murderers off 
or to delay their punishment until all deterrant effect that it 
might have is dissipated; if they will turn their attention to 
reforming the processes of criminal courts for greater strength, 
simplicity, common sense and promptitude, they may get some- 
where and make a crime-ridden community their debtors. They 
will accomplish nothing by adding pistols to the bootlegger's 
customary stock in trade.—New York World.
